She  has  been  on  the  faculty  of  Comenuis 
University,  where  she  earned  her  PHD. 

This  outstanding  sculptress  has  completed  major  restoration 
work  at  the  Slovak  National  Theatre  and  Baroque  decoration  in 
Black  Eagle  Castle  in  Presov.  Many  of  her  original  works  are 
included  in  a  collection  at  the  permanent  residence  of  the  last 
President  of  the  Slovak  National  Assembly.
